A little fun, a little fashion 


Rush-Presbyterian-St. Luke’s show is all about charity

he Rush-Presbyterian-St.

“And if 
he didn’t come, he’d be locked out of 
the house.”

FASHION SHOW HISTORY 

The Woman's Board began its fundraising 128 years ago, holding such events as balls, bicycle 
teas, bazaars and fairs. In 1927, Mrs. Hathaway Watson and Mrs. Frank Hibbard were in France 
and each saw a charity fashion show, one in Deauville and the other in Cannes. When they 
returned, they compared notes and decided it would be a wonderful idea for the Woman's Board 
of St. Luke's Hospital. They went to Mr. James Simpson at Marshall Field & Company who gave 
his encouragement and backing. Marshall Field's agreed to present the bride and bridal party and 
has done so ever since. 


On October 27, 1927 the first St. Luke's Fashion Show was held in the ballroom of the former 
Stevens Hotel. Two performances were given: an afternoon show followed by a tea and dinner 
show. With 30 shops exhibiting and 62 mannequins modeling, the Board netted $32,000. 


In 1995, the Show returned to the evening format. With one performance, more than 160 
mannequins appear and proceeds far exceed the original figure. Last year’s Show, for instance, 
netted over $500,000! Over $15 Million has been raised to date. 


Over the years, women, men and children from Chicago's most distinguished families, as well as 
media and sports personalities, have modeled in the Fashion Show. Show business personalities, 
in town at the time, often make appearances. The audience is filled with the most prominent and 
dynamic members of the Chicago community as well as with people who travel from around the 
country to see the Show. 


Many retailers have the clothes they exhibit specially designed for the Fashion Show by some of 
the world’s leading designers who often come to Chicago for this event. In 1964, Audrey 
Hepburn's costumes from "My Fair Lady" were shown by special permission of Warner 
Brothers, and Marshall Field's commissioned Cecil Beaton to design gowns for the bride and 
bridal party, a fashion first. More recently, Hubert de Givenchy, Pauline Trigére, Alfred 
Fiandaca, Pamela Dennis, Bill Blass, Elsa Peretti and Tommy Hilfiger, to name just a few, have 
walked on stage at the Fashion Show. 


The blend of philanthropically-abled fashion enthusiasts modeling in the Show with those in the 
audience has made the Fashion Show a tremendously successful event for over seventy years in 
benefiting the vital projects of the Woman’s Board. The Fashion Show, a Chicago tradition after 
seventy-three years, is consistently one of the most anticipated events on Chicago’s social 
Calendar. It is a night that celebrates life and health.

Beginning her caréer 
in musical comedy on Broadway, she went from standing by for Ethel Merman in Call Me Madam to 
create some of her own and Broadway’s memorable roles. Having also done her time in television and 
motion pictures, she prefers not to be sprung. 


Born in Detroit, Stritch studied with such luminaries as Marlon Brando, Walter Matthau, Tony Curtis 
and Rod Steiger at the New School in New York City, under the direction of Irwin Piscator. On 
Broadway, in the musical Angel in the Wings, she introduced the song “Civilization”. Next came the 
Broadway revivals of Richard Rodgers’ and Lorenz Hart’s Pal Joey and On Your Toes. Had she done 
the originals, she would today be over 110 years old! This was followed by her first New York dramatic 
appearance in Bus Stop, directed by Harold Clurman, and her film debut in the 1957 remake of A 
Farewell to Arms. Her first starring role on Broadway came in Goldilocks, and after Noél Coward 
caught her performance, he specifically wrote Sail Away for Stritch, which she performed in both New 
York and London, and just recently in concert at Carnegie Hall to celebrate Coward’s centennial.

Then came her favorite 
dramatic appearance in A. R. Gurney’s Love Letters with Jason Robards. On television she has a 
recurring role on “ Law and Order”, for which she won an Emmy Award, and she played a school 
teacher on “The Cosby Show” which she loved every minute of. (She also did the pilot for “Steel 
Magnolias” and did not love every minute of that!) She was then once again nominated for an Emmy 
Award for her performance in the miniseries “An Inconvenient Woman” by Dominick Dunne. Other 
recent television credits include “3? Rock from the Sun” and “Soul Man” with Dan Ackroyd. 


By 1995, she was starring on Broadway, this time as the prickly matriarch ‘Parthy’ in Harold Prince’s 
revival of Show Boat produced by Garth Drabinsky. What a trip that was! In 1996 came her 
unforgettable performance on Broadway in Edward Albee’s A Delicate Balance, which earned her the 
Drama Critic’s Award, and her fourth Tony Award nomination. Stritch starred in the film Out to Sea 
with Walter Matthau and Jack Lemmon, Krippendorf’s Tribe with Richard Dreyfuss, An Unexpected 
Life with Stockard Channing and Stephen Collins, Woody Allen’s Small Time Crooks, and Autumn in 
New York with Richard Gere and Winona Ryder.
